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Elstow is a pretty little village close to Bedford, famous 
in the first place as the site of a noted Benedictine priory, 
and more recently as the birthplace of John Bunyan, 
the famous “ tinker of Bedford’’and the author of the 
“Pilgrim’s Progress.” The church is of Norman and 
Early English origin, a peculiar feature being that the 
tower is separated from the main building. 
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
